period of transition since Presi- 
dent Marvin retired In 1959 far 
beyond the normal course of 
change which domes when presi- 
dents change.

grants from the National Institute 
of Mental Health: “The Mental 
competence Study’ and "The 
Mentally Retarded and the Law.’ 
Allen Is directing the work on 
both projects, the first of which 
began In 1963 and the second 
started this year. Three addi- 
tional empirical research proj- 
ects will be Initiated soon. 

A series of seminars will be 
offered during the current aca- 
demic year In the GW School of 
Law and the Graduate School of 
Public Law. lh 1966, LL.M. 
degree programs In this spe- 
cialized field will be available. 
Further programs are being de- 
veloped with the School of Medi- 
cine. 

A publication known as *The 
Journal of Law, Psychiatry and 
Criminology’ will be published 
by the Institute. > will focus on 
three major areas which are not 
covered In similar Journals. 
These areas Include: critical 
evaluation of new methods of 
soclo-legal research; examina- 
tion of Interdisciplinary teaching 
programs at the professional 
school level; and publication of 
significant findings In forensic, 
psychiatric, soclo-legal and 
criminological fields.
